It is 
handsome craft, and will be a great 
source of enjoyment for our people dur 
ing the summer and fa)!. The Neptune 
i3 forty feet long and eight feet wide, 
draws less than eighteen inches of water 
when loaded, is supplied *ith a steel 
boiler inspected by the U. 8. government 
officers, and fully licensed to carry pass­ 
engers and has plenty of room for the ac­ 
commodation of fifty persons and can 
carry more. A channel of full eighteen 
inches has been* blasted through the 
rapids, which will give her a clear route 
up the river to the Dixon dam.

Cut-worm9 
abound in certain localities but n© ser­ 
ious damage is anticipated therefrom. 
The oat crop is improving in the southern 
and western sections, but is reported less 
iavorably from the northeastern section. 
Wheat is at a standstill, being very good 
in the extreme northern and central por­ 
tions of the State, but v*ry poor in the 
counties bordering on the Ohio river. 
Grass shows up well in the southern half 
of the state but only fair in the northern 
half. 
It may be considered poor in the 
vicinity of Dixon.

Although his 
vitality has been de­ 
creasing slowly for 
the past six years, 
the deceased was in 
comparatively good 
health up to within 
the past six months. 
He suffered much 
from i n s o m n i a , 
neuralgia* and ca­ 
tarrh of the bladder. 
IHe also was afflicted 
with 
softening of 
the brain to which 
his death is mainly 
WILLIAM a. w hek lk b . 
attribute« !. On May 
30 he became unconscious an« I never fully 
rallied up to the hour of his death. 
The funeral will be held on Tuesday at the 
congregational church. 
Ex-President Hayes 
has telegraphed that himself and son will at­ 
tend the funeral. 
Mr. Wheeler was bom in Malone, N. Y., 
J une 30, 1810. 
His |>arents were among the 
early settlers of the village. 
He received his 
early education in the village school, and at 
the age of 10 entered the University of Ver­ 
mont at Burlington, but for lack of means 
was compelled to leave the college at the end 
of his sophomore year. 
After leaving college 
lie studied law, arid was admitted to the bar 
at the age of 35. 
He afflliated with the Whig 
party, and was elected to various town and 
county offices. 
In 1849 and in 1850 he was 
elected to the lower house of the legislature, 
and in 1850 and 1800 was a member of the 
state senate. 
From 1850 to 1805 Mr. Wheeler 
was engaged in banking and railroad busi­ 
ness, having given up the practice of law. 
In 
1800 
he 
was 
elected 
to 
congress 
as a Republican. 
In 1867 he was presid­ 
ing offi cer of the state constitutional conven­ 
tion. 
In 1808 he was elected to congress from 
his old district and served four consecutive 
terms, during which time he served on the 
important committees. 
In 1875 be was chair­ 
man of the special committee to investigate 
the Louisiana election frauds, and effected the 
famous “ Wheeler compromise,” which ended 
the bitter factional political feud in that state. 
In 1876 he was nominated by the Republican 
convention for vice president by acclamation 
with Mr. Hayes, 
After his term as vice pres­ 
ident he desired a seat in the United States 
senate from New York, but was defeated. He 
then retired to private life. 
Mr. Wheeler 
was very charitable in his disposition, and 
gave freely of his fortune to religious and 
benevolent purposes. 
In public life he was 
incorruptible. 
P ro sp e ct H o u s e, N. Y., J une G.—The 
president received a dispatch from the post­ 
master at Malone Saturday announcing the 
death of ex-President Wheeler, to which he 
sent the following reply: 
“ While sympathizing with the citizens of 
Malone in their grief for the death of their 
distinguished fellow-towusman, I shall be 
unable to attend the funeral services on Tues­ 
day next.

George Brinton McClellan to be commander 
in chief, first of the army of the Potomac, 
then of the armies of the whole Unit« 1 Btatee. 
The first promotion catno J uly 27, tlie second 
Nov. 1, 1801. 
It was not till the next « pring, 1802. how­ 
ever, that any fighting wo* done by the army 
of the Potomac. Tho quarter centennial time 
of that fighting ha« come. 
It And* most of 
the leaders on lioth sides gone from tho scene 
of all earthly strife. 
McClellan vraa not only a Went Pointer, but 
had seen actual ser­ 
vice in the Mexican 
war.

McClellan was at 
•ace attached to this body with the i*ank of sec­ 
ond lieutenant 
He was really one of tho most 
brilliant officers of the government 
When­ 
ever quick, accurate observation and scien­ 
tific information were demanded, ho was put 
forward. 
At one time he was a government 
exploring engineer in Washington and Oregon 
territories. Again, he was one of three United 
States officers sent to the Crimea in ’55 to 
study and report on the art of wnr in Europe. 
A t this time he was Capt. McClellan and one 
of the youngest men who over attained that 
rank in the country. 
In 1857 he resigned from the army and went 
into railroad building and engineering. When 
the war broke out in 1801 he was president of 
the eastern division of the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad, and lived in Cincinnati. 
Knowing

skilled 
in 
military 
matters, 
the 
Ohio people bail him immediately placed 
at the head of the volunteer service of that 
state. 
May 14, 1801, he was made a major 
general in the United States army, and 
assigned to command the department of the 
Ohio. 
Shortly afterward took place his campaign 
in West Virginia. 
Ho did brilliant service 
there, service which resulted In keeping West 
Virginia to the Union. 
Then it was that he was called to Washing­ 
ton, and placoi over the army of the Potomac. 
The (X A. It. “ boys’* of to-day will shake 
their gray* heads and smile sadly as they 
recall that timo when McClellan went to 
Washington. 
According to our American 
fashion, newspapers and people went wild 
with enthusiasm over him. 
He was only 34 
years old, haudsome and dashing. 
He looked 
the perfect soldier. 
People called him the 
“ Young Napoleon,” mid hailed him as the 
country's deliverer. 
All through McClellan’s 
letters to his wife are mentioned the ovations 
he received as he passed through to Wash­ 
ington, and even before that. 
After his 
success in West Virginia he writes to Mr» . 
McClellan: 


“ We ll, it is n proud and glorious fbtnf to 
see a whole |*e«»}»Je here, simple and unsophi— 
ticnted, looking up to me as thru deliverer 
from tyranny.*’ 
Again: 
**I hud a very complimentary dis)*atch 
from Gen. Scott last night, 
He said be* « m 
'charm ed with my euergy, movement* and 
•ucote» » ’ 
Pretty well for the old mau.” 


AT WASHINGTON. 


Placed In command of the army of the 
Potomac headquarters at Washington, Mc­ 
Clellan immediately proceeded to restore th** 
troops to prime fighting condition after the 
disaster of llull Run. 
Any of the people» of 
Europe could not have believod that we were 
as ignorant of all pertaining to war a» we 
were when McClellan took command at 
Washington, 
Gen. Barnard, hi* chief of mi». 
gincere, tells bow their corps hid to con­ 
tend with the want of a special engineer 
service. 
There was np properly organized 
train for conveying sappers’ and miners’ im­ 
plement*, intrenching tool» and bridge build­ 
ing appurtenances, etc. 
Axe« were given to 
the soldier* to curry for use in chopping down 
trees, building roods, etc, 
The soldier carried 
it till be got tires! and« hen threw It away. 
Next comp be got a new one, and ho on 
The transportation of even the pontoon equi 
page fell ou the already overburdened quar­ 
termaster’s department during the heavy 
campaigning of th« Peninsula. 
McClellan set immediately about building 
an army from the stragglers of Bull Hun and 
from the recruit* that poured in at the second 
call. 
The result of his lalsirs was in time the 
splendid army of the Potomac. 
In the judg­ 
ment of various good authorities McClellan 
wa* t he l>e*t organizer and equipper of an army 
either side had during the war. 
In his 
^neinoir* McClellan writes of this time of 
preparation: 
“ I pas» ed long days in the saddle and my 
nights in the office—a very fatiguing life, but 
one which made my power felt everywhere 
and by every one.” 
He felt elfited. too, by his call to Washing­ 
ton. 
He writes nt that time: “ President, 
cabinet and Gen. Hcott all deferring to me. 
By some strange operation of magic I seem 
to have Ijeconn* the j>ower of the laud.” 
McClellan paid particular attention to the 
defenses of Washington, and in course of 
time inode it a well fortified city 
After the 
battle of Bull Run the Confederate* were ad 
vanced dangerously near to Washington. 
Centreville, a little town In Virginia only 
twenty miles southwest of Washington, wa- 
regarded as the key to the capital 
After Bull 
Run even that was abandoned, and all the 
Union army went trooping pellmell Into 
Washington. 
The Confederate forces undei 
Beauregard immediately occupied it. 
Iu 
deed, Gen. Joseph E. J ohnston afterward ad 
vanced the Confederate line» even to Mun­ 
son’» Hill, in an air line only six miles from 
Washington. 
For weeks the Confederate 
flag flouted on Munson’s Hill in plain sight of 
tlu marble dome of the Capitol. 
Ccutreviile and Manassas, both far too dore 
to Washington, wero the point* at which the 
Confederate army 
concentrated alter 
Bull Run. 
Beau­ 
regard commanded 
it up to the end of 
J anuary, 
18 b 2. 
Then he wo* sent 
west, and Joseph E 
J ohnston 
became 
l.eneral in chief of 
th e C onfederate 
army of the east. 
McClellan c al l e d 
for more and n# >ro 
recruit* fo r 
h i* 
army. President 
OEM. .IOK JOHNSTON. 
Lincoln 
th e 
cabinet did their best to satisfy him. 
By the 
last of October McClellan bad a well equipped 
army ot 134,285 men, hia effective force, 
ready for fighting. 
There was an aggregate 
of 108,318. 
The people expected the Young 
Napoleon to tight. 
He talked about striking 
an effective blow and making a “ short, 
sharp, decisive” campaign, which should finish 
tlie war. 
Opposed to him at Centre ville and 
Manassas was a Confederate force of .50,01)0 
effective men. 
President Lincoln was exceedingly anxious 
that the favorite general should strike tlie 
grand blow he had promised. 
“ If something 
is not done soon," said Lincoln, “ the liottoin 
will fall out of everything.” 
McClellan announced that the “ crushing 
defeat of the rebel army at Manassas” was 
his object, and that an advanoe against it 
“ should not be postponed beyond Nov. 25,” 
That date come and wentf the year 1801 faded 
out and 1802 was ushered in, and still no 
great blow was struck. 
In February, in a 
letter to Plresident Lincoln, the general says: 
“ I have ever regarded our true policy ms 
being that of fully preparing ourselves.” 
February passed and still no “ blow,” ex­ 
cept of tlie kind which one meets upon paper. 
By March 1 the people of the United States 
had run upa debt of $ 000,000,000 in equipping 
and preparing armies, chiefly that of the Po­ 
tomac. 
In the months of inaction, too, with the vast 
and constantly increasing army lying idle at 
Washington, the Confederates had actually 
blocked the Potomac by planting batteries on 
the Virginia side of the Potomac some fcwenty- 
fl vo miles below Woshington. Press and i**ople 
wero howling for something to be done, and 
President Lincoln was well nigh distracted, 
(ion. McClellan for some time refusal even 
to communicate his plan of campaign to Mr. 
Lincoln. 
Once the anxious presideift called 
on the general, who sent back word that he 
was ill and could not see him. 
But next day 
McClellan was dressed and out riding. 
To all 
attempts to urge him forward he replied that 
he was not ready.

There is in Russia a district as large 
as Ireland, k nown by the above title, and 
wdiolly impassable from the size and 
number of its morasses, in addition to 
which it is covered witli an impenetrable 
forest of undergrowth and tangled jun­ 
gle, .and consequently was utterly useless. 
At present, 4,000,000 of acres have been 
reclaimed, and during next year it is pro­ 
posed that 300,000 more shall be tak en 
in hand by means of 120 miles of canals 
and dik es. 
It Is further reported that 
upward of 000,000 acres of once useless 
bog are now good meadow land, while 
2,000.000 acres of impenetrable jungle 
have been brought into cultivation, 
h i 
addition to all this, the engineers have 
built 179 bridges, sunk 577 wells, and 
surveyed and mapped 20,000 square 
miles of land. 
If such a scheme as this can be so suc­ 
cessfully carried out by Russia, why 
should not some such plan be tried in 
Ireland? A scientific contemporary, re­ 
ferring to this question, says: 
“The 
amount of bog in Ireland would, of 
course, be child’s play to Pinsk marshes, 
for somehow we are always confronted 
with bog as the chief source <>f Irish diffi­ 
culties. 
If its annihilation will pay so, 
well in Russia, it ought to do so equally 
in Ireland; nor should we forget than an 
undertak ing of such magnitude would 
bring immediate and constant work from 
tlie very outset to half the able bodied 
population of the country.” The sug­ 
gestion is worth the attention of all 
interested in the prosperity of Ireland. 
—Chambers' Journal.
